WALTER MOFFITT |Very Brief |UPLANDERS BACK 


FROM GERMANY AS 
CONDITIONS SEEN 


Peace and Prosperity Evident 
Abroad, Louis Wester- 
burgs Report 





It is a prosperous, peaceful, 
happy Germany Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Westerburg found in his 
mative land during a summer's 
visit there. 

Arriving home this morning 
from four months of travel, Mr. 
Westerburg termed Germany’s 
preparedness “for peace not for 
war.” 

Politically and economically 
; the country appeared to be go- 
ing on smoothly, he said. 

“In this country we hear alot 
of discussion about us getting 
into war, but over there it seems 
that no one really thinks about 
the possibility of war,” he ex- 
plained. “Of course, Hitler is a 
strong ruler and has thinzs pret- 
ty well in control. He wants to 
bui'd up the country by having 
the ccuntry produce everything 
it needs.” : 

Mr. Westerburg’s brother and 
sister live in Germany and the 
local couple visited them for two 
months. Through this close con- 


tact they got an insight into con- ~ 


ditions. 

“There are no strikes,” he con- 
tinved, “and no unicns.” 

Unemployment. is ata low 
point and apparently the wages 
are very satisfactory, he declar- 
ed. 

Under Hitler’s supervision the 
government is building dwellings 
in the big cities for people who 
usually live in tenements. 

“That makes work for many 
people and atthe same time gives 
them a good pbace to livejat low- 
er rates,” the Uplander explained. 

While there are not many big 
automobiles, ,there are many small 
cars; many pecple have 
radios but refrigerators are not 
as numerous in proportion there 
as in this country.” he said. 

All persons over 60 years of 
age are given a pension by the 
government, according to Mr. 
Westerburg, who came to Amer- 
ica Sept. 14, 1888. : 

In 1911 he returned to visit.

tive when any suggestion is made that the money could have 
been spent more wisely.’’ 

And in a somewhat apologetic frame of mind, the chron- 
ieler says: -‘‘But speaking of the wisdom of things in general, 
perhaps this calling attention to the weakness of the fair sex 
is anything but smart. As one kindly friend reminded, ‘If a 
$2.50 permanent ean put a discouraged woman on her feet 
mentally, give her a lift. or make an all too drab existence a 
little brighter by the feeling that she ‘looks right,’’ why that 
is all right’.’’ 

But the story came to a climax with this narration: ‘‘One 
smile we felt we were entitled to, however, was inspired by a 
relief applicant who had a permanent in the morning, got her 
supplies from the relief offices in the afternoon—and that 
evening paid a small boy from another relief family to stay 
with her children while she went to a dance.’’ 

O, woman, woman! How numerous are the extravagances 
committed in the name of beauty! 

Being of the masculine persuasion, this News Guy is not 
exposing any of the extravagances and other shortcomings of 
the male of the species who are on relief—but we must admit 
we have heard of a good many that at least equal the extrava- 
gances of the women who go to such extremes in the matter of 
getting permanents.

From 
this time forth it will be the sympathetic legislators like Shep- 
pard who may be expected to advance the program of social 
seeurity.’’ 

There is no doubt that Dr. Townsend has performed a ser- 
vice to those who have reached old age with no means of com- 
fortable support--and it probably could have been a greater 
service had he not defied the authorities upon so many occa- 
sions. By so doing he antagonized the law makers in Wash- 
ington and was unable to get the favorable hearing he might 
otherwise have secured. 

We doubt if Dr. Townsend had the idea that his plan of 
providing $200 per month for elderly unfortunates would ever 
materialize. We are sure Congressman Sheppard would never 
advocate such a figure for that purpose—although ‘‘he has 
been a real friend of the elderly people,’’ as the Hemet paper 
states. However, ‘‘the spmpathetie legislatcrs’’ are not con- 
fined to the Democratic party. No doubt a majority of the 
country’s legislators desire ‘‘to advance the program of social 
security’’—as does a vast majority of the people of the na- 
tion—but they believe in being sensible about the way it should 
be done and the amount to be provided for such a purpose. 
~-—-_— 

The ‘‘fireside talk’? by President Roosevelt on Tuesday 
evening had the same old ring to it that has characterized all 
its predecessors. We note that he is still strong for lower 
prices on many commodities and at the same time he favors 
shorter hours and higher pay for the working man. Now— 
if the President will tell the nation how to accomplish that 
hitherto impossible feat—that of paying higher wages per hour 
and working less hours per day, and at the same time reduc- 
ing the price of things it would be costing more to produce— 
he will indeed go down in history as a benefactor.
